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Row over St Michael's future re-surfaces 


A ROW over the fate of Bridport’s St 
Michael’s Trading Estate has resurfaced, just 
weeks before detailed proposals for the future 
development of West Dorset are put to the 
public. 

West Dorset District Council’s emerging Local Plan 
for the area, which is due to made available for public 
examination later this autumn, is understood to reveal 
proposals to develop the estate for mixed use, with 
housing as well as the existing industrial units. 

But some local councillors are urging planning 
bosses to maintain the estate in its current form and 
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scrap plans for housing development. 

As part of its response to the recently amended 
Local Plan, the town council emphasised the fact that 
housing at St Michael’s is “no longer required” and 


there is greater need for “employment land”. 

The “unique” estate makes an “important contribu¬ 
tion” to the local economy and helps bring visitors 
and business to the area, according to council leader 
Sarah Williams. 

She added: “The town council is very keen to see 
more affordable housing provided in Bridport but 
does not feel that such an historic site as St Michael’s,

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with its mix of artisans, artists and light industrial 
uses, is the right place for housing.” 

But opponents are calling for district council chiefs 
to stick to the plans, claiming that the town is in ur¬ 
gent need of more affordable homes. 

Martin Ridley, of Hayward and Co, which owns the 
estate, said: “Affordable housing is central to our 
plans for the estate so it seems to us there is a signif¬ 
icant contradiction in the position the town council 
has adopted - they believe there is a dire need for af¬ 
fordable housing in Bridport, but apparently not on St 
Michael’s Estate.” 

He added: “Unfortunately, we do not have any di¬ 
rect contact from the town council itself, which is a 
shame as I am sure we do have one common goal - 
to make sure any development in the south west quar¬ 
ter of Bridport is good for the town, good for our ten¬ 
ants and good for West Dorset.” 

Councillor Williams said the council is willing to 
speak to the owners of the site and other stakeholders, 
and that it hopes the site can be protected through the

I have been making work in various theatres 
over the years, most recently being the Resident 
Artist at Lighthouse in Poole. 

I was renting a studio also at St Michael'sTrad- 
ing Estate and when the Lyric came up, various 
people in the town suggested that I would be 
the right person to take it on. 

I took quite a bit of convincing! But it is a great 
base for my company. Stuff and Nonsense, and 
also means that other performers come here to 
work with me and I am keen to build a strong 
community of performance here. 

We already have a great visual arts scene and 
the Lyric means I can invite performers to come 
and use the space to create their work. 

# COULD you tell us more about the shows 
you perform? 

I make a variety of productions - some are for 
children and families - I have a reputation for 
making good work for families and love creating 
stories that will genuinely enable everyone to 
have a great time. 

I also make work as a solo artist that is aimed 
at adults - I like making autobiographical work 
and have won awards In the US and Canada for 
some of these. 



I also dabble with stand up comedy. I have just 
started work on a new piece which I received a 
commission to start the research part of it, it is 
about post traumatic stress disorder, and uses 
video, puppetry and roller skating. 

# YOU are also a member of a group called 
Dorset Roller Girls, could you tell us a bit 
more about that? 

I Joined the team as a beginner last June. The 
Dorset Roller Girls meet in Bournemouth twice 
a week and are a great team - doing really well 
in competitions and are super friendly. 

Roller Derby is a women's contact sport, which 
started in the 1920s in the US and is becoming 
very popular here in the UK. It is a sport that in¬ 
volves highly skilled skating and is very tactical 
and physical and played on a circuit. 

People from all walks of life and all ages join 
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and we have a fantastic woman that coaches us 
too. We have recently started a men's team in 
Dorset called The Dorset Knobs. Look us up on 
Facebook! 

• WHAT are you currently working on? 

I'm currently creating a show at the Lyric with 
my company Stuff and Nonsense Theatre Com¬ 
pany, which goes on tour then to Theatre Royal 
in Plymouth for seven weeks over Christmas. 

It is a modern adaptation of Goldilocks and the 
three bears. 

• What do you like doing in your spare time? 

Roller Derby is my holiday. I love roller-skating 
and I am also learning to work on ramps on my 
skates at The Trick Factory (an indoor skatepark) 
in Bridport. 

• WHAT three people would you invite to 
your dream dinner party? 

I would invite Danny Kaye, Spike Milligan and 
Captain Alan Bean, one of the Apollo astronauts 
who walked on the moon. 

• WHAT is the scariest/most exciting thing 
to ever happen to you? 

Learning Roller Derby. It is exhilarating, exciting 
and scary too as it is such a fast and difficult 
sport. I am very proud to be a member of this 
great group.

Neighbourhood Plan project. 

But Councillor David Tett, a representative for Brid¬ 
port on both the town and district authorities, echoed 
Mr Ridley’s argument. 

He added: “I do not subscribe to the view that hous¬ 
ing is no longer required. St Michael’s is an area 
scheduled for a mixed uses development. 

“Moreover, affordable housing is much needed in 
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the town. We certainly cannot look to Vearse Farm to 
provide it. Any scheme brought forward in the refur¬ 
bishment of St Michael’s has to embrace a certain 
amount of residential development to make it viable.” 

Critics of the plan argue the proposals will damage 
the regeneration of the site and will affect the range 
of traders and small businesses that make up “an in¬ 
tegral part of the industrial history of Bridport”. 

“It is a hive of small industries, many of which will 
have to close if housing is built there,” said Councillor 
Ros Kayes. 

“As with the homes built on the old Bonfield site, it 
is expected that many of the dwellings would go to 
people moving into the area from outside or be used 
as second homes, not to provide affordable homes for 
local people.” 

Enterprise St Michael’s, an industrial and provident 
society which seeks to regenerate the estate for indus¬ 
trial use, would be able to use its non-profit status to 
apply for grant funding. 

And Councillor Kayes said it was important to keep 
a “thriving hub” for start-up industry in Bridport. 

She added: “The owners of the estate say they want 
to improve it, but they have neglected it for 30 years 
and now they say they can only afford to do it up if 
they create homes on it which they can sell at a huge 
profit. 

“There are already rumours that agreements are 
being made with out of town developers to buy the 
site. 

“I urge anyone who cares about the future of the es¬ 
tate to look at the detailed architectural designs for its 
regeneration as an industrial site on enterprisest- 
michaels.org.uk” 


ion that, if they come 
round and charge, there 
will not be the same en¬ 
thusiasm for elections 
and some councils 
would probably not 
bother to do them,” he 
said. 

“Inevitably, you have 
to have some kind of 
cohesive group to work 
towards and deal with 
the administration, 
which is very necessary 
and that you cannot es¬ 
cape.” 

Councillor Wragg’s 
views were also shared 
by the representative 
from Bothenhampton 
and Walditch, who said 
it was everyone’s “gen¬ 
eral feeling” that the 
proposals were unfair. 

A report presented to 
the district council’s 
executive committee 
this week suggests the 
average expenditure for 
each polling station at 
next year’s elections 
would exceed £1,600. 

And last month mem¬ 
bers of Bridport Town 
Council were quick to 
criticise the plans, 
which were described 
by one councillor as 
“immoral”. 


They also claim the 
spiralling costs would 
discourage people from 
standing for election 
and damage the demo¬ 
cratic process. 

Speaking at the 
BLAP meeting, former 
Bridport Mayor Coun¬ 
cillor David Rickard 
added: “I am very con¬ 
cerned about West 
Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil’s suggestion that 
they might pull funding 
for parishes to run elec¬ 
tions. 

“The parish I was in 
before was in exactly 
the same position and 
their way of dealing 
with the fact that they 
did not have enough 
people was not to en¬ 
courage people, but to 
not have an election. 

“The democratic 
deficit could be en¬ 
hanced by WDDC 
pulling funding like 
this.” 

WDDC has previ¬ 
ously said it intends to 
consult with town and 
parish councils on how 
different charging op¬ 
tions could affect them, 
before pressing ahead 
with the plans. 


Driver dies after cardiac arrest 

AN ELDERLY woman who suffered a cardiac arrest 
at the wheel of her car before crashing into a 
lamppost has died in hospital, police have con¬ 
firmed. 

Bridport resident Stella Smith, 86, was airlifted to 
Dorset County Hospital in Dorchester, after emer¬ 
gency services resuscitated her at the scene in Jes- 
sop Avenue on Sunday. 

Mrs Smith was believed to be in a critical condi¬ 
tion when she arrived at the hospital and it has 
now been confirmed that she died in the early 
hours of Wednesday morning (October 8th). 

Announcing the news, a police spokesperson 
said:"ln relation to a collision on Sunday in Jessop 
Avenue in Bridport, officers can now confirm that 
the driver, 86-year-old Stella Smith, was taken ill at 
the wheel. 

"She sadly passed away in the early hours of this 
morning, Wednesday October 8th." 

Emergency crews were called to the scene at 
around 12:15pm last Sunday, and paramedics 
found that Mrs Smith was not breathing. 

They carried out CPR at the scene and were able 
to resuscitate her, before she was rushed to hos¬ 
pital by air ambulance in a"critical"condition. 

Three emergency vehicles and the air ambu¬ 
lance were called, as well as police who closed the 
road for a short period while paramedics came to 
the woman's aid.

Council merger moves step closer 


A MAJOR scheme to change the 
structure of local government for 
more than half of Dorset residents 
has taken another step forward. 

Planning bosses at Weymouth & 
Portland Borough Council have 
voted in favour of backing the 
plans, which would see the author¬ 
ity merge with West Dorset and 
North Dorset district councils. 

All three of the potential partners 
in the merger will be scrutinising 
the business case for change over 
the coming weeks, and councillors 
in Weymouth have become the 
first to recommend pressing 
ahead. 

Detailed plans for a tri-council 
partnership were unveiled last 
month, with a view to saving £6 
million by 2020. 

And council leaders claim the 
deal will give each authority a 


“stronger voice” with more influ¬ 
ence on both a local and national 
level. 

Some Bridport councillors have 
warned against the threat of job 
losses and the potential for ineffi¬ 
cient service provision if the plans 
go ahead. 

But it will be district councillors 
who decide whether or not to sup¬ 
port the plans during discussions 
taking place in the next few 
weeks. 

And representatives for Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland have already 
said they will get on board with 
the plans, after planning officials 
agreed to recommend the move to 
full council next month. 

Councillor Mike Byatt, chair¬ 
man of the council’s management 
committee, said: “This is part of 
some of the tough decisions this 


council has to make in the chang¬ 
ing landscape of local govern¬ 
ment.” 

Under the plan, each council 
would remain independent and 
equal, and would retain its own 
councillors, who would continue 
to make local decisions about 
services. Each council would con¬ 
tinue to set its own budget, council 
tax and maintain its separate iden¬ 
tity and sovereignty. 

But council leaders point to the 
potential for multi-million-pound 
savings, with £9 million already 
recouped since WDDC’s merger 
withW&PBCin 2010. 

Councillors will consider the 
business case for the plans this au¬ 
tumn and each authority will vote 
on whether to pursue the project 
during late October and early No¬ 
vember.

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Skatepark plans need speeding up, say skaters 


PLANS to improve facilities at Brid- 
port's skatepark are taking too long 
and important repairs are not 
being prioritised, according to 
users.

plans to replace one of the main 
ramps have not yet been carried 
out and the new tarmac is now 
fragmenting and coming apart. 

This has resulted in skateboarders 
and cyclists getting their wheels 
caught and falling off, users say. 

Rob Ridge, owner of theTrick Fac¬ 
tory, an indoor skatepark on the St 
Michael's Trading Estate, said: "The 


town council pledged to re-do the 
skate park and give it a new lease 
of life after ramps that hadn't been 
maintained had to be pulled down. 

"They agreed the next thing to do 
was to re-tarmac the park and ini¬ 
tially it looked okay, but since that 
time not much has happened. 

"The tarmac has started to frag¬ 
ment in places and it doesn't mat¬ 
ter how good the ramps are if the 
tarmac isn't good - it could be un¬ 
usable."

Biker "seriously injured' 
in coast road crash 


A MOTORCYCLIST was 
rushed to hospital with serious 
injuries, after colliding with a 
car on the coast road between 
Bridport and Weymouth last 
week. 

The 19-year-old biker, a man 
from Plymouth, sustained an 
injury to his arm and was taken 
by ambulance to Dorset 
County Hospital in Dorchester, 
following the incident. 

The crash occurred just be¬ 
fore 11:30am on Sunday (Oc¬ 
tober 12th) on the coast road 
near Swyre. 

A 66-year-old man from the 
Bridport area was at the wheel 
of the car travelling in the op¬ 
posite direction when the colli¬ 
sion occurred. 


He and his female passenger 
suffered “slight” injuries and 
were treated at the scene, a po¬ 
lice spokesperson later con¬ 
firmed. 

Emergency services also at¬ 
tended the scene, where the 
road was closed for around 
three hours. 

Following the incident, a po¬ 
lice spokesperson said: “At 
11:25am a two-vehicle serious 
injury collision occurred on the 
B3157 Bridport to Weymouth 
coast road, two kilometres east 
of Swyre. 

“At this time a blue colour 
Kawasaki motorcycle being 
ridden towards Weymouth by a 
19-year-old man from Ply¬

Bridport driver escapes fatal 
crash with serious injuries 


A BRIDPORT man has escaped with serious injuries 
from a major collision on the A35 that claimed the 
life of one man and left two others in a “life-threat¬ 
ening” condition. 

The 20-year-old driver from Bridport, who has not 
been named, was travelling towards Dorchester when 
his car collided with another vehicle near Winter- 
borne Abbas. 

He was later rushed to Southampton General Hos¬ 
pital and is believed to be suffering from “severe” in¬ 
ternal and spinal injuries. 

The other driver, a 47-year-old man from Notting¬ 
hamshire, was killed in the crash, and his two pas¬ 
sengers - a 39-year-old man and a 69-year-old 
woman, both from Yeovil - sustained life-threatening 
injuries. 

The accident occurred at around 8:15am on Mon¬ 
day (October 13th), a quarter-of-a-mile east of the 
Compton Valence junction. 

A blue Daihatsu Terios, driven by the Bridport man. 


was travelling eastbound when it collided with a sil¬ 
ver Rover travelling in the opposite direction, a po¬ 
lice spokesperson confirmed. 

The road was closed for several hours and diver¬ 
sions put in place by Dorset Police and the Highways 
Agency while specialists analysed the scene. 

Commuters faced long delays as First Dorset’s X31 
service was redirected. 

Traffic Inspector Colin Bell said: “The road was 
closed for five hours to allow collision investigators 
to carry out a full and thorough examination of the 
complex scene. I would like to thank the motorists 
for their patience. 

“I am appealing for anyone who witnessed the col¬ 
lision, or the manner of driving of the Daihatsu or the 
Rover prior to the collision, to contact investigating 
officer PC Redmond on 101 quoting incident number 
13:45.”

Evaluation to help remodel 
mental health services 


MENTAL health patients and their 
carers are being urged to respond to 
a major evaluation of services to 
help shape the future of care in 
Bridport. 

The University of the West of 
England in Bristol is carrying out 
an extensive review of mental 
health services, and the findings 
will be used to remodel all services 
in West Dorset. 

Simon Williams, of the Hughes 
Unit Supporters Group, said it was 
vital that as many people as possi¬ 
ble engaged with the evaluation be¬ 
fore the closing date at the end of 
this month. 

He said: “On the face of it, it may 
seem terribly boring, but it is in fact 
extremely important. 

“The Care Quality Commission 
has recently done a study on the ur¬ 
gent mental health care pathway. 

“They found important aspects of 
it provided a less than adequate 
service. 

“This evaluation is the opportu¬ 
nity service users and carers have to 
express their own views and expe¬ 
riences following the closure of the 
Hughes Unit in Bridport and Stew¬ 
art Lodge in Sherborne in April 
2013.” 

The Hughes Unit provided in-pa¬ 
tient beds and offered 24-hour tele¬ 
phone counseling and occupational 
therapy for patients with mental 
health issues. 

Since its closure last year, all staff 
have been moved to other wards or 


into special community and ‘crisis’ 
teams, Mr Williams said. 

He added: “The questionnaire 
was available from August but the 
majority of people who need to 
know about this have been unaware 
of it. 

“To get a fair and accurate assess¬ 
ment of people’s experiences after 
the closure of the Hughes Unit and 
Stewart Lodge, it is important that 


as many people as possible have 
filled in their copy.”

County council to finally repair 
'bomb site'road this month 


LONG-AWAITED repair work to Coney- 
gar Road is due to be carried out by the end 
of this month. 

The road will be closed for two days, on 
October 29th and 30th, while Dorset 
County Council highways teams carry out 
the work. 

The pothole-plagued carriageway is due 
to be resurfaced, as part of county wide re¬ 
pairs to patch up storm-damaged roads. 

One Bridport councillor described certain 
sections of the road as a “bomb site” earlier 
this year, shortly after the winter storms 
laid siege to highways across Dorset. 


And following a cash injection of almost 
£6 million from central government to plug 
the gaps, the repairs will finally be carried 
out. 

A council spokesperson said: “While the 
road is closed a signed local diversion will 
be put up to enable traffic to travel around 
the closed section with gatemen posted at 
points of closure to address any queries.” 

White Sheet Hill in Beaminster, 
Broadoak Road in Symondsbury, and Mar¬ 
kets Lane and Bredy Lane in Shipton 
Gorge will also undergo repair works in the 
next few weeks.

Call to trash dog bin plans 


PLANS to remove hundreds of dog mess bins 
across Dorset have been trashed by Bridport coun¬ 
cillors as “unhygienic”. 

The Dorset Waste Partnership is running a public 
consultation on the proposals, which also include 
changes to street cleaning and litter bin policies. 

Residents could be asked to use multi-purpose 
wheeled bins to dump their dog bags, and the pro¬ 
posals have already kicked up a stink among local 
representatives. 

“I think our consensus is that it is incredibly un¬ 
hygienic,” said town council chairman Sarah 
W illi ams. 

“The consultation is probably worth everyone 
looking at as it will be about changing bins all over 
the place.” 

Bridport resident Joanne Williams, who is a regu¬ 
lar dog walker in the area, said the amount of dog 
mess means she avoids certain parts of the town, in¬ 
cluding Allington Hill, Back Rivers Lane and even 
Asker Meadows, despite a number of bins being in 
place. 

“I am shocked that there are proposals for the dis¬ 
trict council to cut funding for dog bins,” she said. 

“We no longer seem to have the presence of a dog 
warden in the area and this will only make the prob¬ 
lem a milli on times worse. 

“I often see children playing at Allington Hill and 
this presents a serious health risk to them. 

“If I take my dog out in the car to Burton Brad- 
stock or Ham Hill in Yeovil you can have a lovely 
walk and not come across any dog mess.” 

Speaking at a recent council meeting. Councillor 
Ros Kayes, a representative for Bridport on the 
town, district and county authorities, said the pro¬ 
posals were a ploy to shift the cost of supplying dog 
bins further down the line. 

She added: “The idea that general litter bins can 
be used for dog mess is not popular among dog

walkers in Bridport. What about the smell? It will 
be very unpleasant. 

“This is basically designed to encourage the town 
council to supply dog bins out of their own budgets. 
They are expecting us to foot the bill.” 

Karyn Punchard, Streetscene manager at Dorset 
Waste Partnership, said: “We are consulting with 
local councils and community groups about how 
our street cleaning services can meet local needs 
within the available resources. 

“We are asking them to tell us about their local 
priorities so we can target our resources effectively. 

“One of the proposals is to gradually reduce dog 
waste bins and replace this capacity with a smaller 
number of larger general litter bins. 

“Litter bins will be stickered to say bagged dog 
waste can go in them. This would improve effi¬ 
ciency by reducing the number of bins that need to 
be emptied.”

Order books have now 
opened with prices for Captur Signature 
starting from £17,495. 

On the exterior, 17-inch Explore alloy 
wheels with black inserts and chrome exte¬ 
rior details on the side strips, boot lid, front 
grille and fog lights set the Signature trim 
level apart. A two-tone exterior finish is stan¬ 
dard whilst a distinctive optional Flame Red 
metallic paint is available.

Berlin and Bournemouth complete the B Series 


BRIDPORT Runners completed their "B series" of 
races in Berlin and Bournemouth. 

The unofficial series of running events over the 
year which all start with the letter "B" began with 
the Blackmore Vale Flalf Marathon and the club's 
own Bridport Jurassic Coast run. 

The prestigious 41. Berlin Marathon and 
Bournemouth Marathon Festival last weekend 
completed the quartet. 

Six runners travelled to Berlin which saw more 
than Im spectators along the streets of the Ger¬ 
man capital, and they and many more TV and in¬ 
ternet viewers witnessed a new world record by 
Kenyan champion Dennis Kimetto in 2:02:57. 

Fastest of the Bridport Runners once again was 
Ben Renshaw, who conquered the 26.2 mile long 


distance in 2:43:10, finishing a very creditable 
236th out of nearly 29,000 finishers on the day, 
and 49 seconds faster than his time in the London 
Marathon in April. 

Second Bridport runners home was Kazy Vin- 
cent-Janes in 3:49:18, which was 3 minutes faster 
than her last race in the Bournemouth Marathon 
last year. Hagen Gerle crossed the finishing line 
behind the Brandenburger Tor in his first 
marathon in 4:03:09, followed by Vicky Ackerman 
in 4:06:32; cutting off more than half an hour from 
her first marathon time in Bournemouth. 

Brian Shelley in his 11 th marathon, and son Dan 
who had already run the New York Marathon to¬ 
gether, both finished in 4:12:10. 

A week later, four Bridport Runners competed in 


the half-marathon and the 10k races as part of 
the Bournemouth Marathon Festival. Three of 
them, Sarah Courtney-Hughes, Karen Cox and 
Debbie Gale, had only finished their Beginners 
Class "From Couch to 5K"a couple of months ago, 
and finished in very respectful times; Courtney- 
Hughes completing the half-marathon in 1:56 and 
Cox and Gale the 10K in 1:02. 

Commenting on the variety and challenges of 
the different races in the B series, Bridport Run¬ 
ners'Chair Brian Shelley said: "In participating in 
races over multiple distances and for runners of 
different abilities we have shown that it is possible 
to start this wonderful hobby from scratch and 
improve through constant training."
